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PARIS, J une 16.—(UP)—The 
French submarine Phenix. with 
60 or more men aboard, has gone 
down off Saigon, French-Indo 
China, the ministry of marine an­ 
nounced tonight. 
Authorities abandoned all hope 
of saving any of the crew, normal­ 
ly 67, the submarine having been 
under water for more than 30 
hours. 
Relatives of the men aboard 
were notified of their probable 
loss. 
The ministry of marine, issuing 
the official announcement short­ 
ly before 7:30 p. m., asked the 
newspaper not to publish 
the 
news before 10 p. m., so that all 
relatives of the crew could be 
notified first. 
Details Lacking 
The Phenix was on detached 
service, cruising off the Indo- 
Chinese coast, in shark infested 
waters. 
No details had yet been receiv­ 
ed of the cause of the accident. 
The submarine is one of the 
larger types of submersibles, of 
1379 tons and 302 feet long. 
It was not believed any escape 
equipment was aboard, not even 
Davis or Momsen “ lungs.” 
This was the third major sub­ 
marine disaster in less than a 
month, the others having been the 
V United States submarine Squalus 
off Portsmouth, N. H., on May 
23 and the British Thetis in the 
Irish Sea near Liverpool, on J une 
1. 
Death Toll Grows 
The Davis lung enabled four 
men to escape from the Thetis, 
bobbing to the surface from an 
escape hatch. The Phenix, built 
in 1930, has no escape hatch. 
On the Thetis, 99 men were lost 
and only four saved. By the use 
of a special diving bell, the Unit­ 
ed States navy was able to save 
33 men from the Saualus, al­ 
though 26 were lost. 
The Phenix disaster brings the 
total of life in the three disasters 
to approximately 185. 
Only 48 hours ago, Cesar Cam- 
pinchi, navy 
minister, 
informed 
the naval committee of the cham­ 
ber of deputies that he is seek­ 
ing to buy four diving bells from 
the United States, to avert such 
disasters. 
Little Hope 
The exact number of men on 
the Phenix was not officially giv­ 
en. The number was placed at 60, 
although there was a report that 
it might be 63, comprising 59 
men and four officers. 
The Toulon maritime perfecture 
informed

Boucharcour, 
wife of the commander of the 
Phenix, 
that 
there 
was 
little 
hope. 
The Phenix is one of the first 
class submarines of the French 
navy, although not the largest. 
The displacement of the Surcouf, 
built in 1932, is 2880 tons. 
Despite the delay in publica­ 
tion of the news, word of the 
Phenix disaster 
spread 
rapidly 
through Paris and caused pro­ 
found consternation.

Jerusalem, hidden away in rug­ 
ged rock mountains, is the mystery 
city of Petra; designed and carv ­ 
ed a g es'a g o by unkown men; 
flourishing and famous for a few 
centuries at about the 
lime 
of 
Christ; then lost in obscurity un­ 
til the last hundred years. 
It is not easy to reach Petra. 
There is a railroad 
that 
runs 
south from Damascus across Moab 
to Maau, but the train runs only 
once a week, and its schedule is 
not at all certain. The better way 
is by car from Jerusalem. 
Not Alarmed at Delay 
The easterner has no 
idea 
of 
hurry or flight of time, 
so 
the 
driv er was not at 
all 
alarmed 
when he arriv ed two hours late. 
He nonchalantly informed us he 
had gone home to eat, pack, and 
put petrol in the car. The latter 
task is not as easy as in America 
where there is a serv ice station 
on ev ery corner. We carried petrol 
for the trip in 
fiv e-gallon 
tins 
which cost $2.30 each. The driv er 
boasted that he was half German 
and half Arabic, and spoke English 
quite well. 
Our first stop after crossing the 
Jordan was Jerash, in the land of 
Gilead. Here, recently excav ated 
ruins stand majestically against 
the blue sky. Temples and arches 
of marble rev eal the Roman civ il­ 
ization of the early Christian era. 
Gilead is a beautiful land. Almost 
immediately after leav ing the Jor­ 
dan v alley, the bare dry hills giv e 
way to fertile grain 
fields 
and 
orchards of fruit trees. Es-salt, the 
Ramoth-Gilead of the Bible, is 
noted for grapes and raisins. 
Scene of Slaying 
In the v alleys oleanders 
grew 
among the rocks of the riv er beds. 
Gilead is 
greener 
than 
Judea. 
There are oaks and pines on the 
highest hills. Here Absalom 
was 
slain and Saul w'as buried. Here, 
too, is Penuel, where Jacob wrest­ 
led with the angel. There is 
no 
bridge across the Jabbok 
riv er. 
The stream is clear and swift at 
the bottom of a deep gorge. 
The water washed the running 
boards of the ear as we crossed; 
a shepherd with a flock of black 
goats called a greeting to us. He 
looked v ery much like Jacob, with 
his brown ceba and white kef- 
feyh. The land is a pleasant land, 
and one readily understands why 
two and a half tribbes begged to 
remain east of the Jordan when 
Joshua led the others ov er to the 
Promised Land. 
Ruins of Amphitheatre 
Our destination that first night 
was Amman, the capital and larg­ 
est city in Trans-Jordan! It was 
called Philadelphia in the days of 
(he Romans, and it was known in 
old testament days 
as 
Rabbath 
Ammon (II Samuel, 11:1, 12:27). 
The Emir resides there, and there 
is a famous ruin of a Greek am- 
pitheatre, but there is no pomp or 
splendor to show that it is a capi­ 
tal city. Only one bit of European 
life exists; this is the comfortable 
hotel just at the edge of the v il­ 
lage. For the rest, Amman is un­ 
touched by western ideas, unless 
you consider the radio or phono­ 
graph blasting out Arabic music 
to the patrons of the numerous 
coffee shops.

Ward has just been received 
by officials of the World's Poultry Congress and Exp osition 
from C. C. Roberts, of the United States Indian Service at 
Pawhuska, Oklahoma, that rep resentatives of the Osage 
tribe will camp on the grounds at Cleveland during the p er­ 
iod of the Congress in August. 
Among th e item s 
of interest 
disp layed by the Indians will be 
th eir teep ees, w hich are about 
tw enty feet in diam eter a t the 
base and are typ ical of Indian 
handicraft. 
One of the dancers 
who is bringing his teep ee, ex 
p lains th a t his fath er brought the 
lodge p oles from M innesota m ore 
th an th irty years ago to th eir 
p resent hom e in Oklahoma. 
E a t Indian Style 
T he visitors will live in th eir 
teep ees and will cook in the op en. 
They are inviting the various of­ 
ficials of the Congress and over­ 
seas visitors to eat w ith them in 
Indian style from tim e to time. 
T he 
Indians 
will 
give 
th eir 
dances a t various tim es during th e 
day and will disp lay many curios 
and relics p eculiar to Indian life. 
I t is p ointed out by Mr. R oberts 
th a t Indians were th e first users 
of feath ers on this continent, and 
the dancers will be decorated w ith 
feathers, w hich is in keep ing w ith 
the Congress idea of disp laying 
every p ossible utilization of p oul­ 
try p roducts. 
I t is likely th a t th e South D a­ 
kota delegation will also bring a 
group of Indians w ith them.

of these m inerals will cause de­ 
ficiencies th a t will 
stunt 
the 
grow th, cause small eg g p roduc­ 
tion, m ake the chicken m ore op en 
to a tta c t to the m any p oultry 
diseases, cause soft shelled eggs, 
slip p ed tendons, crocked 
breast 
bones which are such a draw back 
to good looking dressed p oultry 
and m any other difficulties th a t 
face the p oultry keep er.

Th e Farm Bureau rendered a service in calling 
a meeting at Anah eim Park to discuss th e effects 
of minimum wages for p eop le on relief before 
th ey need accep t jobs and h ave relief discontinued. 
It is p robably a good th ing th at th is minimum 
wage question is coming up to th e farm ers. It 
will make p eop le realize th at minimum wages p ut 
p eop le out of jobs. California h as h ad a minimum 
wage for women for several y ears. I t made it 
p ractically imp ossible for any girl to learn a good 
trade because th e wages were more th an th e girl 
could earn wh ile learning. 
Th ere is no subject th at needs more p ublic dis­ 
cussion and on wh ich th e p ublic needs more en­ 
ligh tening th an th e question as to h ow wages are 
arrived at and h ow th ey can be increased for every ­ 
one th e fastest. 
Few’ p eop le know th at th e emp loy er does not care 
h ow h igh th e h ourly wage of h is emp loy es is. Th e 
only th ing th at h e is interested in is h ow much th e 
unit cost will be. Wh en th e state adm inistration 
sets a minimum wage of 27% cents an h our for 
relief workers, no matter h ow little th ey can do, 
th ey set a wage th a t p ractically makes it imp ossi­ 
ble for any of th e relief w orkers to get off 
relief. Invariably th ese p eop le are th e slower frac­ 
tion of th e working class and th a t is th e reason 
th ey are on relief, and wh en an emp loy er h as to 
p ay th e slow p erson th e sam e p er h our wh ich 
makes h is unit cost more p er h our, th an h e can 
sell th e p roduct for, h e simp ly cannot emp loy th e 
slow worker. 
Every body sh ould be p erm itted to work at any 
p rice h e can get for h is services. And if h e refuses 
to accep t any job h e can get, h e sh ould be taken 
off relief. If th is relief load continues to in­ 
crease, th ose w’h o really need relief will, sooner 
or later, be unable to get any relief at all. 
If one man p roduces only one-fiftieth as much 
as anoth er man, h e sh ould get only one-fiftieth of 
th e wage. Th is is th e way p roduction will increase 
and th ere will be jobs for every body at a constant­ 
ly increasing wage. Wages h ave never been in­ 
creased any oth er way and th ese minimum wage 
laws h ave been tried by many countries many 
tim es in th e p ast and alway s resulted in lowering 
th e wages of all th e p eop le. 


GOVERNMENT MONEY LENDING W ILL 
NOT CORRECT GOVERNMENT ERRORS 
Th e Mead Bill is under consideration now in 
Congress. 
It is a bill to guarantee loans made 
to business concerns. 
Th e government evidently 
believes th at th e reason th ere is no more business 
and no more emp loy ment is lack of credit. 
An insurance agent tells th e w riter th at h is 
comp any , in th e last th ree y ears, h as reduced th e 
amount of annuity p olicies h e dare w rite from 
$150,000 to $10,000 each and at th e same time 
reduced th e p ercentage. 
Th e reduction is made because th e insurance 
comp anies can find no safe p lace to m ake invest­ 
ments for funds wh ich p olicy h olders would turn 
over to th em. Yet, th e government seems to th ink 
th at th ere is need for th e government to h elp 
p eop le borrow money on credit. 
Th e insurance comp anies are only too anxious 
to make any loan th at is reasonably safe. 
Th e 
banks are willing to loan sh orttim e money at th e 
very small fraction of one p ercent. Many of th eir 
government bonds make less th an one p er cent. 
It is evident th e New Deal office h olders real­ 
ize th eir meth ods of creating business is not 
working. 
Th ey seem to th ink th ere is only one 
way and th at is to loan money to irresp onsible 
p eop le—and th at is th e only kind wh o need any 
assistance to borrow. 
Th is certainly would be m ost unfair and un­ 
eth ical—to h ave th e government loaning money 
to irresp onsible p eop le to go in business in com­ 
p etition with business men wh o h ave furnish ed 
th eir own cap ital. 
But th is meth od was started y ears ago. 
Th e 
federal government started farm loan banks and 
since h as devised various meth ods of h aving th e 
government furnish credit. 
Th is governm ental 
p olicy of loaning credit, wh ere it sh ould not h ave 
been used to increase p roduction, is one of th e 
reasons wh y p roduction came to be so out of bal­ 
ance and caused th e break in 19 29 . 
Rea so n Fo r La ck Of Bo rro win g 
Th e very simp le reason th ere is little demand 
for sound loans is th a t th e government h as p assed 
such extremely arbitrary laws wh ich p revent an 
emp loy er from h iring millions of slow or inex­ 
p erienced men at a wage so th a t wh at th e em­ 
p loy e p roduces can be sold for enough to p ay th e 
wage and th e interest and exp enses, including 
taxes, and h ave someth ing left over to p ay th e 
emp loy er for h is risk and h is energy . 
Th e Minimum W age Law, th e W agner Act th at 
p ermits unions to arbitrarily establish wages, 
make it so th at it is too h azardous to attem p t to 
emp loy any but th e most skilled and dep endable 
workers. 
And unless th e slow workers can be 
emp loy ed and p roduce w h at th ey can, th e total 
p roduction is not large enough to sup p ly a con­ 
stantly increasing living standard. 
Our economy 
and p rosp erity were based on p erm itting th e slow 
and inefficient fellow to add to th e total p roduc­ 
tion and th e total p urch asing p ower. 
Th ere certainly can be very little p rosp erity or 
demand for credit, as long as th e government 
follows th e p olicy of interfering with men being 
p aid in p rop ortion to wh at th ey p roduce. 
Wh en 
p eop le are to be p aid on an arbitrary basis for 
wh at th ey p roduce, business becomes extrem ely 
h azardous. We h ave seriously tried th is p olicy of 
interference for six or eigh t y ears with out results. 
It is evident by th is th eory of attem p ting to 
furth er extend government credit, we will h ave to 
go furth er in th e money exp eriment before th e 
voters will understand wh y th ere is such little de­ 
mand for labor and for cap ital. 
It is a most exp ensive lesson.

If th is contradiction exists it 
sh ould be eliminated. But for th e 
government to underwrite bank 
credit would not add a dollar to 
th e volume of sound loans and it 
would almost certainly encourage 
th e making of unsound ones.

earth also and th e works th at are 
th erein sh all be burned up , and all

dissolved,” 
h e 
was simp ly voicing th e scientific 
belief of th e age in wh ich h e lived 
—rath er th an th e wisdom of God. 
Th e th eory of “cy cles” was th e 
p op ular p h ilosop h y for 
h undreds 
of y ears. Sometimes 
th ey 
were 
classed as “ages,” mistranslated 
in th e Bible by th e word “world.” 
Hence, th e “end of

(age) simp ly m eant th e end of 
th e cy cle, th e climax, th e culmina­ 
tion of th e p rocess.

B oa r d in ad­

and in settling oth ers. Neverth eless, 
th e p eriod since July , 19 35, h as seen 
over 8500 strikes. Wh ile th e p eak was 
reach ed in 19 37, th ere h ave been 
p lenty of disrup tions of industrial 
p eace since, in sp ite of th e fact th at 
th e Act h as been h eld by th e Sup reme 
Court to be constitutional. 
In th e face of th e record, It is ab­ 
surd for any one to attem p t to defend 
th e Act and its administration as p er- 
\ p o11 by th e American Institute 
of Public Op inion indicated th at ap ­ 
p roximately seventy p er cent of th e 
P®°P!e favored revision or rep eal of 
th e Act. With th is overwh elm ing ma­ 
jority favoring action, th e friends of 
th e Act would do well to step aside 
and allow reasonable amendm ents to 
be adop ted by Congress, instead of 
clinging to th eir die-h ard attitude of 
op p osition to all ch ange. Senator 
Wagner of New York, wh ose name 
th e Act bears, is one of th ose wh o 
believes it p erfect He scoffs at th e 
idea th at th e Act is one-sided, and 
h e seems to th ink th at amending it 
would 
result in 
its “m utilation.” 
Wh en h e ap p eared before th e Senate 
Committee on Education and Labor, 
he said. “ No o ne cha lleng es 
its o b­ 


jectives; no resp onsible p arty op enly 
advocates its rep eal.” Th e Senator 
sh ould be reminded th at if h e and h is 
fellow New Dealers succeed in block­ 
ing amendments desired by a large 
group of p eop le, an irresistible de­ 
m and for rep eal is likely to be cre­ 
ated. 
At th e p resent time, a large p ro­ 
p ortion of industrialists and business­ 
men are accep ting with out question 
th e p rincip le of collective bargaining. 
Th ey are granting th e righ t of th eir 
emp loy ees to organize freely and to 
select th eir own rep resentatives for 
th e p urp ose of bargaining with th e ^ 
emp loy ers. Yet th e average emp loy er w 
righ tly feels th at th e Act and its ad­ 
ministration are one-sided.

Th e fact th at th e American Fed­ 
eration of Labor is demanding amend­ 
ments' indicates th at all laborers are 
not satisfied with th e. Act and th e way 
in wh ich it is administered. A p p arent­ 
ly th e only large labor group wh ich 
would be satisfied to h ave th e Labor 
Relations Act remain unch anged ia 
th e C.I.O., wh ich h as benefited im­ 
mensely from it. Furth ermore, th ere 
is an increasing belief on th e p art of 
th e p ublic th at its interests h ave not 
been most efficiently p rotected by th e 
Act in its administration. Th e dissat­ 
isfaction of th e p ublic, of a large 
group of laborers, and of th e emp loy ­ 
ers generally adds up to one th ing, • 
and th at is th at th e Wagner Labor 
Relations Act sh ould be amended im­ 
mediately . 
Unions sh ould be made resp onsible 
for th eir acts 
Non-union workers 
sh ould be p rotected against union 
coercion. Emp loy ers sh ould h ave th eir 
freedom of sp eech restored so th at 
th ey , can at least discuss unions. Em­ 
p loy ers, and not merely th e emp loy ees 
alone, sh ould be auth orized to ask 
R.£ la tio ns 
to ho ld 
elections for th e p urp ose of determ in­ 
ing wh at union or unions sh ould be^w 
recognized as bargaining agents. A n S r^ 
th ere are many oth er injustices tha t 
sh ould be corrected.

Other 
little girls play and run about in 
the sunshine, sit on the grass 
when they like, and on the rocks 
under the trees, too, but mother 
is afraid if I do that, or if I play 
with the other children, I might 
get sick. 
“Do you think I would be sick 
if I played with them? 
I have 
never 
been 
sick. 
I am 
quite 
strong. 
I wn a little pale be­ 
cause I never play in the sun­ 
shine, and I can’t run as fast as 
the 
other 
children 
because 
I 
haven’t had much practice. 
I 
think I could if I had the chance. 
“I get A’s in lessons. 
And in 
deportment. I want to please my 
parents. 
Will you tell me how I 
can make them happy and still 
have a little fun myself?” 
One does not know which to be 
sorry for first, the child held in 
bondage or the mother, imprison­ 
ed by fear. 
The healthy child 
strains at the bonds imposed upon 
her, but she cannot help herself.

the fear. 
If she could only un­ 
derstand that childhood tends to 
h Jth, to long life, and to good­ 
ness, she might feel able to give 
her child a chance to grow and 
be strong. 
Most of our fears are useless, 
without ground, and this is one 
of that kind. It is true that there 
are diseases of children and that 
sometimes they die of them. It is 
also true, and of greater force in 
its truth, that childhood is nor­ 
mally 
sound, normally 
healthy, 
normally endowed with a will to 
live that is seldom defeated. And 
of equal importance with that 
fact is another. 
The child who 
is deprived of healthy associa­ 
tion with children his own age, 
who is kept out of the life of 
the neighborhood, forced to live 
a sterile life, is weakened, is 
made more susceptible to illness, 
made less resistant to disease 
when it attacks him. 
Worst of 
all, deprived of the joy of life 


his will to live is lessened and 
he makes little attempt to con­ 
quer illness. 
There is every reason for con­ 
fidence in life where children are 
concerned and no reason for this 
fear for their future. 
Let them 
o"t to play. Be reasonable in the 
precautions you take for their 
safety and allow them all the 
healthy freedom, all the whole­ 
some association with the others 
that is possible. 
And, above all, 
don’t load an infant’s shoulders 
with the responsibility for an 
adult’s 
happiness. 
That is 
too 
much.
